Construction laborers began a 
strike today in East St. Louis 
and southern Illinois, tying. up 
building and highway projects 
totaling millions of dollars. 

Unions on strike are Laborers | 
Local 100,.East St. Louis; Inter- 
national Hod Carriers and Build- 
ing Laborers Local 397, Granite 
City, and the Southwestern Illi- 
nois Laborers Council. 

The Southern Illinois . Builders 
Association’s contract with Lo- 
cals 100 and 397 expired last 
Friday. An agreemert between 
the laborers council] and _ the 
Southern Illinois Contractors As- 
sociation also ended Friday. 


Sole cause of the disputes is 
the contractors’ efforts to elim- 
inate a “hiring hall’’ clause from 
any new agreements, union 
spokesmen said.

TO RUSSIA LATE 


Russian to Spend Two 
or Three Days in 
Washington and 
Make 10-Day Tour of 
Other Parts of U.S. 


MOSCOW, Aug. 3 (UPI)— 
President Eisenhower and Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev will ex- 
change visits to the Soviet Union 
and the United States, it was an- 
nounced today. 

Khrushchev will visit. the Unit- 
ed States in September. The 
President will come to Moscow 
later in the autumn, probably in 
October. 

Khrushchev’s visit to Washing- 
ton will last two or three days 
and he will make a 10-day tour 
of other parts of the United 
States. 

Khrushchev will have ‘‘unoffi- 
cial conversations’’ with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower that are ex- 
pected to provide the opportunity

The statement did not state 
exactly how long President Eis- 
enhower would stay in Moscow 
or elsewhere. It concluded: 

“Both governments hope that 
the forthcoming visit will help 
promote better understanding be- 
tween the two countries.” 

Designed to Ease Fears. 

The assertion that the two 
leaders. would hold “unofficial 
talks” appeared to be designed 
to ease the fears of America’s 
Western Allies that the two big- 
gest powers in the world were 
“going it alone” in cold war ne- 
gotiations. 

The statement was read to 
correspondents by N. Popov, 
acting chief of the press depart- 
ment of the Foreign Ministry.

Representative Michael J. Kir- 
wan (Dem.), Ohio, said the ex- 
change of visits seemed to be “‘a 
good idea—it can’t do much 
harm.” 

“They have been hurling in- 
sults at each other across the 
ocean without getting anywhere,” 
Kirwan said. “Maybe they can 
get results if they sit down with 
each other across the table.”

TO EXCHANGE VISITS IN FALL

Indicates He Hopes for 
Break in Geneva 
Deadlock Opening 
Way for Summit 
Conference.

WASHINGTON, .Aug. 3—Presi- 
dent Eisenhower announced to- 
day that Premier Khrushchev. of 
the Soviet Union will visit the 
United States in early Septem- 
ber and that the President will 
return the visit some time during 
the fall. 

At a press conference called on 
short: notice this morning, the 
President confirmed the reports 
coming from Geneva for some 
days that Khrushchev would be 
invited to visit this country. The 
surprise was that -Mr. Eisen- 
hower had at the same time 
agreed to visit the Soviet Union. 

He told reporters : that the 
Soviet Premier would have talks 
with him in Washington and then 
would tour the country for about 
10 days “‘to see the country,,. its 
people and: to acquaint himself 
with their life.’ 

Nixon Knew About It. 

The President said the ex- 
change of visits was initiated 
in early July and Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon was informed 
of his -¢orrespondence with 
Khrushchev the day before he 
left on his mission to’ Mdscow. 

Fhe President announced that 
on his trip to Moscow he ‘will 
also spend some days traveling 
in the Soviet Union. 

The President said he would 
go to Europe’ prior to the 
Khrushchev: visit to meet with 
Western: heads of government 
including Chancellor Adenauer 
of West Germany. In response 
to questions that briefly’ fol- 
lowed the formal announcement, 
he indicated also that he hoped 
something might break the 
deadlock of the Geneva foreign 
ministers’ conference opening 
the way to a four-power summit 
conference that might ‘come 
before Khrushchev’s visit to 
America. 


Text of Announcement. 
Following is the text of the 
formal announcement ~ issued 
simultaneously in Washington 
and Moscow: 

“The ‘President of the’ United 
States has invited Nikita S. 
Khrushchey, chairman of. the 
Council of Ministers of the Un- 
ion of Soviet Socialist Republics, 
to pay an official visit to the 
United States in September. Mr. 
Khrushchev’ has accepted. with 
pleasure. 

“The President has also: ac- 
cepted with pleasure Mr. Khrush- 
chev’s invitation to pay an offi- 
cial visit to the U.S.S.R. later 
this fall. 

“Mr. Khrushchev will visit 
Washington for two or three days 
and will also spend 10 days or 
so traveling in the United States.

North Viet Nam Is

GENEVA, Aug. 3 (AP) — The 
Soviet Union has rejected a Brit- 
ish plea to intervene in a new 
Communist rebellion in the 
Southeast Asia kingdom of Laos. 

British Foreign Secretary Sel- 
wyn Lloyd discussed the new 
outbreak of violence in what was 
formerly French Indochina with 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrej 
A. Gromyko yesterday. 

Official sources said Lloyd told 
Gromyko that Britain is gravely 
concerned over the situation and 
that Communist North Viet Nam, 
Laos’s northeastern neighbor, is 
aiding the rebels with men and 
arms. He said the Seviets should 
act to halt what could become a 
threat to the peace of the area 

In rejecting this, Gromyko 
claimed the Laotian government 
violated the 1954 Indochina armi- 
stice, under which Laos was io 
remain neutral and establish a 
national front government with 
Communist participation. Britain 
and Russia were co-chairmen of 
the armistice conference. 

Gromyko recalled that the So 
viet Union last month urged re 
establishment of the Indian- 
Canadian-Polish. armistice com- 
mission which was abolished five 
months ago. Britain turned down 
that proposal after the Laotian 
government ‘refused to accept 
the commission again. 

The Soviet Foreign Minister 
also denied that North Viet Nam 
was assisting the rebels, who a 
week ago began attacks on army 
posts in northern Laos, along the 
kinegdom’s border with North 
Viet Nam. 

Both Moscow and Peiping 
struck back at United States 
State Department charges that 
the North Viet Namese Reds are 
aiding the rebel bands. Both 
Communist governments blamed 
the United States for the new 
outbreak. 

The Moscow radio said the 
State Department charges were 
‘no more than an attempt to 
shout ‘stop thief,’ because if 
there is any foreign interference 
at all in Laos it is by the United 
States.”

The system now used for as- 
sessing property in St. Louis is 
unfair to property owners, 
Ernest M. Potts, a former mem- 
ber of the Board of Equalization, 
charged today. 


“In many cases, the city is 
assessing property at more than 
it will bring on the market,” he 
asserted. 


City property is assessed on 
the basis of what is called the 
cost replacement system. It con- 
sists of a formula establishing 
the 1942 cost of replacing the 
property minus yearly deprecia- 
tion since that time.

A report by the 1957 Board of 
Equalization was critical of the 
system. The report said it had 
resulted in numerous inequities 
in assessments and had failed 
to treat all properties on a uni- 
form basis. 

The report warned that if a 
property owner challenged the 
system and won a favorable de- 
cision from the State Tax Com- 
mission, the city’s entire tax 
structure would be jeopardized. 

Potts told the Post-Dispatch 
that the cost replacement sys- 
tem is the “least reliable” of 
three approaches to property 
valuation. The other two ap- 
proaches are determining the ac- 
tual market value and determin- 
ing the earning power of the 
property.

“The taxpayer is up against a 
system he cannot understand,” 
Potts said. “He is defeated be- 
fore he even comes in to argue 
about his assessment because he 
and the assessor are talking 
about two different things. 

“He thinks his property is 
being assessed on a percentage 
of its value. He is stunned when 
he is told the city uses a formula 
that does not take the value into 
account.” 


Assessor Harold Jaeger said 
none of the recommendations of 
the 1957 report were put into 
effect because they were not 
practical for his office. 

“They don’t have any merit,” 
Jaeger said of the recommenda- 
tions. “Under a mass appraisal 
system, these suggestions won’t 
work. You have to take into con- 
sideration the quantity of ap- 
praisals that must be made, the 
time factor and the availabilty 
of information. 


“If we spend two to three 
weeks to find out the price each 
parcel will bring and how much 
income it might bring in, how 
will we ever appraise the 200,000 
to 250,000 parcels that we have 
to appraise’”’ 

Calls Report Unusual. 


Asked whether the 1957 report 
was unusual, Jaeger replied that 
it was. He said previous and 
subsequent boards never had 
made recommendations of that 
sort.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3 (AP) 
—The Army renewed today its 
campaign against too great a 
reliance on mass destruction 
weapons, contending that prop- 
erly equipped land forces can 
conquer without destroying an 
enemy. 

Gen. Lyman L. Lemnitzer, 
Army chief of staff, sounded 
this keynote at the outset of 
the three-day annual convention 
of the Association of the United 
States Army. The group is com- 
posed of present and former 
Army men and other backers 
of Army policies. 

The general re-emphasized an- 
other point the Army long has 
made, the possibility of a 
nuclear stalemate arising when 
both the United States and Rus- 
sia could totally destroy each 
other with nuclear weapons. 

In his keynote speech on 
“Why We Need a 
Army, Lemnitzer said: 


“A modern army is capable . 
of conquering without destroy- |& 


ing, of defending without re- 
ducing the defended land to 
radioactive waste. The physical 
presence of armed men on the 
ground can exert more effective 
and lasting control than the 
threat of megatons of firepower 
that may never be used.” 
Strategic Disarmament. 

At another point, Lemnitzer 
said that in the not too distant 
future, intercontinental ballistic 
missiles can become so numer- 
ous and relatively invulnerable 
to counter-attack that it would 
be senseless for an enemy to at- 
tempt surprise attack. 

“When that time arrives,’’ he 
continued, “it could bring about, 
in a curious way, what some 
have characterized as the equi- 
valent of strategic nuclear dis- 
armament. 

“We shall always want, as a 
vital component of our military 
power, the invulnerable missile 
deterrent needed to maintain this 
situation.. With this in being, the 
situation will then mean, real- 
istically, that the other compon- 
ents of our power will play the 
vital role in coping with the tac- 
tics and strategy of Communism 
short of the threat of general 
war.” 

Land power, primarily repre- 
sented by the Army, is vital in 
strategy, the general declared, 
saying: 

“Land forces are the only 
means through which, finally, 
land can be controlled and domi- 
nation asserted over the people 
who inhabit that land.” 


Soviet Forces. 


The. Communist’s plans cover 
the whole spectrum of possible 
aggression, from subversion and 
infiltration through general nu- 
clear war, Lemnitzer said, add- 
ing: 

“IT think that it is most perti- 
nent to note that the Soviet 
armed forces—and in varying de- 
grees the armed forces of the 
other Communist nations—have 
been maintained in strength and 
have also been the subject of

The young monarch underlined 
this with a pledge to fight at 
Nasser’s side against Israeli if 
necessary. He repeated Arab | 
charges that Israel must expand | 
by seizing Arab territory be- 
cause it is committed to a policy | 
of accepting all immigrants. 


The King indicated he has re-

Study Indicates U.S. Could Do 
Little to Halt Farm Price Drop 


Output Expected to Continue to 
Expand Faster Than Available Mar- 
kets for Indefinite Period.

IT IS DOUBTFUL that any Government program that might 
be devised could do more than slow the continuing decline 
in farm prices and income, a report released today warned.

The 12-page study was made 
by a committee of the National 
Planning Association, a non- 
profit private organization de- 
voted to planning in agriculture, 
business and other fields. Sev- 
eral of the 26 members of the 
committee dissented from parts 
of the report although all joined 
in signing it. 

While expressing doubt that 


any government action could do. cluding 
more than slow the rate of in- | 


crease in farm production or 
the drop in farm income, the 
committee said that “in terms 
of equity” perhaps such a pro- 
gram would be sufficient. 

“Perhaps the most that any 
government policies could or 
should attempt,” the report 
stated, “‘is a sufficient increase 
in the bargaining power of 
farmers to permit a sharing of 
technical advance between pro- 
ducers and consumers.” 


THE STUDY found that the 


problem involved in formulating | 


agricultural policies stems from 
the fact that technical advances 
are being adopted by farmers 
at a rate that causes agricul- 
tural production to increase 
faster than the demand for foods 
and other farm products.

- With the death of large-scale river 
traffic of that type, it is absurd to 
believe that this “tradition” should 
__ be maintained, particularly in the 
area adjacent to a national park. 


With tongue in cheek Mr. Nooney 
assures St. Louisans that this will 
be no haphazard development but a 
unified plan, since all of the pro- 
posals of individual commercial 
structures will be made simultane- 
. Of course each landowner 
would be permitted to develop his 
‘own plot with a free hand, but ap-

a unified master plan. 
“Tt is a pity that speculative in- 
_ *terests continue to be masqueraded 
» as urban planning. The St. Louis 
Board of Aldermen holds the key 
‘: to the future of downtown St. Louis 
as a humane place to do business 
‘and as a place to live in. The feasi- 
~ bility of a planning board whose 
4@ole purpose would be the positive 
solution to the riverfront problem 
looms large in my mind. 

Let us hope that this goal will be 
realized in spite of the pressure of 
land speculators.

A good many of the Supreme Court’s critics 
assume that thé prattice of the Justices is to 
decide against-the Federal Government on 
virtually all occasions, that they go out of 
their way to upset laws that the Executive 
Department is fr to enforce. 


Nothing could’ be much farther from the 
truth. Altogether, the Supreme Court de- 
cided 113 cases which it accepted for argu- 
ment (actually. it disposed of 1781 cases 
which were before it). Of the 113, a total of 
86 involved the Federal Government or the 
government of a state. In 71 per cent of the 
Federal Government cases — almost three- 
quarters ofall those in that category which 
it decided—the Supreme Court upheld the 
United States. For every time the Federal 
Government lost a case in the last term, it 
won three. 


In deciding these and other cases of the 
1958-59 term, the Supreme Court members 
threshed out the issues in decisions that some- 
times found the high bench in complete agree- 
ment and other times split by the narrowest 
of margins. There were dissents in 69 of the 
113 decided cases, a decrease to 61 per cent 
from 75 per cent last year, which in turn 
compared with 74-per cent 10 years ago. 

Frequently the decisions go by a narrow 
margin and this tells us that the issues are 
close. There is no reason to be alarmed by 
the fact that there were 24 decisions in which 
the Supreme Court divided 5 to 4. This is 
about the average over the last three years. 

That the Justices are behaving as inde- 
pendent, thoughtful jurists is proved by the 
fact that frequently in 5-to-4 splits two Eisen- 
hower appointees—Chief Justice Warren and 
Justice Brennan—are on-one side and three 
other Eisenhower appoinfees—Justices Har- 
lan, Whittaker and Stewart—on the other. In 
close divisions one of the latter group may 
very well determine which way the decision 
goes. 

Here is the order in which the Justices 
filed dissents’ in cases and the number of 
times each of them differed from the majority: 


Douglas (Roosevelt) — — — — 39 
Black (Roosevelt) — — — — — 30 
Warren (Eisenhower) — — — — 24 
Whittaker (Eisenhower) — — — 23 
Frankfurter (Roosevelt) — — — 20 
Harlan (Eisenhower) — — — — 20 
Brennan (Eisenhower )— — — — 17 
Stewart (Eisenhower) — — — — 14

On 11 occasions Chief Justice Warren and 
Justices Black, Douglas and Brennan dissented 
together. Thus two Eisenhower-appointed Jus- 
tices joined two Roosevelt-appointed Justices 
in dissent in almost exactly one tenth of the 
cases decided. This shows how quickly the 
Justices settle into the work of sorting out 
the issues, not in terms of parties or back- 
grounds, but according to what they think 
is right. 

There should not be too much emphasis on 
division or dissent. Each Justice spoke for the 
majority almost as often as each other Jus- 
tice. Justice Brennan wrote 14 majority opin- 
ions. Chief Justice Warren and Justices Black, 
Whittaker and Stewart wrote 11 each. The 
others wrote somewhere between 11 and 14. 

Before the Senate Judiciary Committee 
votes out any restrictive bills let it go over 
the work of the Supreme Court’s recent term 
with the care that is due. For the record of 
the term—the decisions and the way in which 
the decisions were arrived at — is reason 
enough to discard all the spiteful bills now 
in the hopper.

Watering Down Civil Rights 


In beginning its second week of work on a 
civil rights bill, the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee seems bent on avoiding, if possible, a 
repetition of last year’s controversy on the 
issue. 

First a coalition of Republicans and South- 
ern Democrats mustered enough committee 
votes to knock the 1958 Section 3 from the 
bill. This section would let the Attorney 
General seek injunctions to protect all rights, 
not voting rights alone. The Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration supported the section last year 
but has since retreated from the fight it as- 
sures with Southern Congressmen. 

What was then left in the bill was largely 
what the President had proposed—extending 
the term of the Civil Rights Commission, giv- 
ing the Attorney General authority to inspect 
federal vote records, adding statutory force 
to the President’s commission on fair employ- 
ment practices in government contracts, and 
making it a federal crime to cross a state line 
to escape prosecution for bombing a church 
or school. 

The committee accepted the first two points. 
It. deleted the third on discrimination in fed- 
eral employment. It strengthened the fourth 
to include bombings of any type of property. 
What Congressman would openly oppose vot- 
ing rights, or defend bombings? The bill has 
been cut down closely to this low standard 

-of political acceptability. 

Yet even if the effort were justified, is it 
ible to write a non-controversial civil 
rights bill? The committee measure will cer- 
tainly not be the bill that finally emerges 
from floor and conference action or possible 
last-minute herse-trades involving labor re 

form and other disputed legislation. 

Civil rights ought to be considered on their 
merits alone and, with respect to the first 
ten amendments to the Constitution, there 
should be no question of what those merits are.

When placed in the context of the 
nuclear stalemate, the new Soviet em- 
phasis on outclassing the United States 
economically suggests logically some 
form of political accommodation be- 
tween the two world blocs. It could 
easily take a decade to bring about 
even a limited arrangement. 

But among the more significant de- 
velopments of 1959 may . be. counted 
the increase in Russo-American con- 
tacts, and not least the travels of 
younger political. figures like Mr. 
Nixon and Mr. Kozlov. The leaders 
on both sides need at least to’ under- 
stand how opponents’ minds work. 

If the West is to plumb the deeper 
currents in Soviet policy the only way 
is still to sound Mr. Khrushchev him- 
self.

NEW YORK, Aug. 3—General 
Motors is considering financing 
a study of the possible link be- 
tween automobile exhaust fumes 
and lung cancer. In a related 
move the automotive company 
reported to be developing a fil- 
ter that would cut the noxious 
fumes recognized as a contrib- 
| utor to air pollution. 


The proposed cancer study 
would be carried out by the 
Sloan-Kettering Institute for can- 
cer research. It would be the 
first such project sponsored by 
a single automotile manufac- 
turer. 

In the last five years the in- 
dustry through its Automobile 
|Manufacturers Association has 
| allotted more than $6,000,000 for 
air pollution research, primarily 
for smog control. 

Automobile exhaust fumes 
have been described by medical 
scientists as a potential cause 
of lung and skin cancers and 
other diseases. However, there 
has been no proof to support the 
premise. ; 

Officials of General Motors 
said the cancer-exhaust proj- 
ect still was in the “‘talging 
stage”’ and how much it would 
cost would not be decided until 
the institute outlined the full 
scope of the venture.

Actually, kidnaping was no laughing matter 
before the Lindbergh kidnaping either. The real difference 
between O. Henry’s day and ours is simply that they had a 
sense of humor and we have guilt complexes. 


In the TV version, Ebenezer Dorset will be changed from 
father of the boy to uncle of the boy. To Reisman, it’s incon- 
ceivable that any father would not want his child back—even 
a little horror like Red Chief. (Yeah, but that’s what made 
it funny!) The two men— who will be played by Hans Con- 
reid and William Bendix—are not kidnapers in the TV ver- 
sion; they are confidence men who are forced into taking the 
boy. (The boy, incidentally, will be played by Teddy Rooney 
who is the son of Martha Vickers and Mickey Rooney.) 


The two confidence men are outfoxed by a shrewd 
New Englander and that is a laughing matter besides 
being thoroughly respectable, inoffensive to all races, 
creeds and colors, and heartily indorsed by the Mothers 
of America, the Daughters of the American Revolution, 
and the FBI. 


“The changes in ‘The Ransom of Red Chief’ don’t dam- 
age it a bit,” says Reisman defiantly. “If they did, I wouldn't 
have made them. In the story, you have to believe that a 
10-year-old boy could overpower two adult men.

“I HAVE BEEN TREATED for diabetes for five years. 
On last report my blood sugar was 106, weight 109 pounds, 
blood pressure and heart normal. I take 25 units of protamine 
zinc U 40 insulin each morning. 

“My question is that in taking tests each night at 10 
o’clock, and each morning before injecting the insulin, I fail to 
get a negative sugar test. My doctor keeps telling me to pay 
no attention to these tests, but I feel relieved of tenseness 
when I see a ‘blue test’ and this has been so seldom that I

The blood sugar level is indeed normal and quite satis- 
factory, especially when using protamine zinc insulin: There 
are occasional situations in which the kidneys allow sugar 
to appear in the urine (and hence show in the daily tests) 
when the blood sugar level is not excessive.

Many Christians see many Christs. Some see Him as a 
God of stern justice, with vengeance in His right hand, and 
forked lightning in the left. Some see Him as the epitome 
of mercy, forgiving all transgressors who say: “I’m sorry.” 
The Japanese sees Him with slant eyes; the Negro sees Him 
with dark skin; the Moslem sees Him as a prophet. 


Millions wish they could see Him. It is to these 
that Billy Graham addresses himself. One of the 
things he could not have known before he started to 
preach was that first Billy Graham must sell himself 


before he can sell Christ. People will not listen unless 
they want to believe the auditor. 


I have met a few preachers in my time. Most of them 
believed the things they said. A few had secretly lost faith 
and hid the failure of the soul behind gaudy trappings. They 
needed colored lights and music and lillies and girl singers 
in Grecian robes. These men had haunted eyes and mechani- 
eal smiles and a hearty pat on the back for everyone. 

Graham started off by believing firmly and irrevocably. 
Then he studied for his Doctorate of Divinity. His first pulpit 
was at the First Church of Western Springs, Ill. He worked 
hard for his flock. From there he went to radio station 
WCFL in Chicago. 

This was in the middle of the war, at almost the same 
time that he married Ruth McCue Bell. The rest is history. 
People like to listen to this man. They like to look at him. 
He is tall and clean and firm and, because he believes the 
things he says, this solemn fact is communicated to others. 
Some become convinced. Some do not. 


He does not ask people to attend his church. 
He asks them to return to the one they deserted. This 
one item nullified the opposition of thousands of 
ministers who did not want Billy Graham to come 
to their territory, did not want him talking Christ to 
their fallen away communicants. j

: Now they ask him to come back. Billy Graham has won 
victories in many parts of the world. He has lost only in 
New York. Big crowds listened to him in the metropolis, but 
millions stayed away from the meetings, and the more the 
press agents shouted “hallelujah,” the more jaded New York 
put Dr. Graham down as just one more public relations 
evangelist. 

When the time is right, the bright young man with the 
talking hands will return to New York. This time he will take 
New York section by section, neighborhood by neighborhood. 
He will do well to study the problems of each neighborhood 
before he speaks. People are crying to be understood. 

Nothing matches faith.. Billy Graham has it.

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| Problem of Vanishing Income in Old Age 


With Billy Graham Social Security Benefits Not Whole Answer to Maintaining Ade

Second of a Series. 
“ALL WORK and no play 
makes Jack a dull boy”’ is a valid 


warning through the middle 
years of life. But, after the age 
of 65, “no work and vanish- 
ing income makes Jack a fright- 
ened old person.” 

In the later years, when medi- 
cal attention is essential, when 
special housing arrangements» 
are desirable, When sound eating 
habits are vital, the major 
source of incomeis abruptly 
turned off. No wonder so many 
have been echoing the words of 
the King of Siam: “Is a puzzle- 
ment!”’ 

It is indeed. And in federal, 
state and local conference 
rooms, countless commissions 
and committees have been pon- 
dering this illogical situation in 
recent years . . and the “puzzie- 
ment” is beginning to clear up. 

In 1958, the Social Security act 
was amended. Today, nine out 
of 10 Americans (nearly 95 per 
cent of the working population) 
look forward to receiving social 
security benefits in retirement, 
with maximum monthly pay- 
ments of $127 for single persons 
and $190.50 for retired couples. 

A beneficiary now is allowed 
to earn as much as $1200 annu- 
ally ‘‘on the side” without for- 
feiting any part of his benefits. 
Disabled workers may start 
drawing benefits at the age of 50 
for themselves and their depend- 
ents. 

Obviously, this is not the 
whole answer. There is still a 
substantial gap between social 
security benefits and the cost of 
maintaining a modest but ade- 
quate standard of living during 
the later years. 

A large section of that gap 
will be filled ultimately for work- 
ers who currently are partici- 
pants in employer-pension plans. 
These plans, financed jointly by 
employer and employe, have 
grown tremendously in the past 
25 years. Today 12,000,000 work- 
ers are building future incomes 
for themselves in this manner. 

Then, of course, there is the 
old-age public assistance pro- 
gram provided through the fed- 
eral government. The number of 
recipients of public assistance 
has decreased markedly as more 
and more workers are being 
covered by social security.

There’s something about this 
life of ours in a democracy that 
makes us resent being pushed 
out of our jobs at 65, regard- 
less of whether our work is 
good, bad, or indifferent — re- 
gardiess of whether we're tired 
and burned out or physically fit 
and still “rarin’ to go.” 


Employers, too, are begin- 
ning to acknowledge that av- 
tomatic retirement represents 
a tremendous loss to business 
of experience and skill. 

A survey conducted several 
years ago by the Bureau of 
Employment revealed that, in 
the opinion of employers, older 
workers have great stability, 
waste less time, are more re- 
liable, responsible, and loyal, 
are absent less frequently, 
and need less supervision. 


A number of studies have re- 
vealed that aging people do not 
lose the ability to learn, only 
the ability to learn fast. They 
need more time and stronger in- 
centive, but very often reduction 
of speed is compensated for by 
skill and experience. In some 
types of modern jobs, the record 
of older workers is superior to 
that of younger ones. . 

The New Jersey Old Age 
Study Commission, in a sum- 
mary of its findings in 1957, re- 
ported that “new and time- 
ly research on techniques of vo- 
cational retraining, job counsel- 
ing, and placement of older 
workers is demonstrating that 
increasing numbers can be re- 
turned to productive employment 
through community referral cen- 
ters, utilizing both public and 
private personnel and employ- 
ment facilities.” 

“We believe,” the commission 
declared, ‘‘that both the indi- 
vidual and the economy will gain 
as retirement policies are made 
more flexible and as job reclassi- 
fication, retraining, vocational 
counseling, and other personnel 
policies are adjusted to make it 
possible for older people to find 
useful employment as long as 
they are interested and able.” 


Every American who has not 
yet been judged “‘too old for em- 
ployment or re-employment” has 
a large stake in our changing em- 
ployment practices because, ul- 
timately, he will be affected by 
them. It behooves all of us to
